140 babies were 
born. 49 clinical cases were treated 
and 559 X ray plates taken. Deaths 
numbered 43, including 8 stillborn 
and prematuro babies and 2 blue 
babiC3. More than 4000 X ray cases 
have been treated in the Hanna 
hospital.

There is also need 
for hospital accommodation for those 
cases which cannot be properly cared 
for at home. 

When n community is ready to face 
lhis problem, or when some interested 
persons are willing to make an cffoi V 
to do something, it is advisable for 
them to consult with the country or 
district medical society and wi'ih the 
Health Officer. The lay group and th? 
professional group should work to¬ 
gether in making a study a-; to parti: 
ular needs and regarding plans for 
the future. Represent**' Ives fro rathe 
local nursing profession should, of 
course, be included in such a confer 
once. 

The apparent Impossibility of doing 
everything that should bo done is no 
reason for deterring a willing group 
from doing their utmost nt present. 
Progress is made by small steps Just 
aa surely as by occasional leaps and 
bounds.

LAST FRONTIER 

CONTRACTS LET FOR 78 MILES 
OF TRACK OPENING NEW 
REGION IN TEXAS .. 

Alpine, Tex.- A contrnct has been 
let lor the construction of npproxim 
jntely 78 miles of railroad in Presidio 
Con^ ry, Texas, which trackage will 
close one of the two remaining gaps 
in the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient 
Railway from Kansas City to a sea 
port terminal on the west coast of 
Mexico. 

The 78-milc extension will be of 
90-pound .Iteel rails on creosoted ties, 
it is reported, and the construction 
will be through much rugged moun¬ 
tain country, ina region heretofore 
untouched by n railway and thinly in¬ 
habited. The territory has been re¬ 
ferred to us “America’s last frontier” 
There is no town and hardly a ranch 
house in the 78 miles. 

The contract, according to official 
statements here, has been lc* to a 
Chicago company. It will involve 
about $l,000.0001n construction costs 
it is said. Surveys have been and are 
under way, and construction materials 
arc being assembled and sub-contracts 
such as for grading arc being let. 
i The Santa Fc railway purchased 
the Orient a few months ago. The

The Texas extension will not aotu 
ally connect with the end of the road 
here, but will he started from the 
Southern Pacific Railway about 19 
miles west of here, at a mountain pass 
known as Paisano. The new Santa 
Fe will use the Southern Pacific 
tracks from here to the point of con¬ 
struction at Paisano, according to the 
arrangemertt that has been announced 
in railway circles. 

Paisano Pass is the highest point 
on the Southern Pacific between New 
Orleans and the California Moun¬ 
tains, having an elevation above sea
